An Unlucky Firm. 

To bo twice burgled in the caurse of 
as many months js a misfortune which falls 
to the lot of very fow firms, but an instance 
of the kind was revealed yesterday morn- 
ing, when it was discovered: that tho shop 
at No. 10 Queen's Road Central, occupied 
by Messra Droz and Co., had beon entered 
surreptitivusly during the night time, and 
watches of the total value of $2500 taken 
away.

No amount of persuasion would 
induce the men tu reveal whore the 
other half of the. stolon property 
was. It appeared, from an examination of 
the place, that tha -thivves on this occasion 
had effocted un entrance to the shop by 
means of a fan-light at tho back, The 
three men, Ho Sui Cheong, second-hand 
furniture donler, Hollywood Road, Ho San 
Kau and Leung Po, coolies, were braught 
up at the Magistracy to-day. Thoy were 
charged with feloncously breaking and en- 
tering the shop at No. 10 Queen’s Road, 
and stealing three gold watches, 253 silver 
watches and 116 metal watches. Tho first 
and second defendants donied the.charge, 
but the third defendant ploaded guilty. 
‘The case was remanded.

~ The Effect on Trade. 


Ina recent trade report, Messrs Alex. 
Bielfeld and Co. ; Shanghal, write :—Doapite 
the. general upsetting of affairs by tho trou- 
bios of the past fow months, the Customs 
manago to get out their regular returns, 
and thus weare able to judgo from the actual 
figuros of the trade the amount of influence 
which the war is having on the businesa ‘of 
the country. From the Returns for the 
last’ quarter of last year, just published, wa 
seo that tho total collegtion of revenue has 
fallen off in comparison with the same period 
lust year some 25%, with a loss to the 
Government of Tis, 1,700,000. This depres- 
sion, whilo specially marked in Newchwang 
and Tientsin; of course, is felt in all tho 
ports, with the oxception of Chofoo and 
Ohinkiang, which have kept the same stan- 
dard, and the two now ports of Nanking 
and Souchow, whore tho natural advantngos 
of new business have overridden tho bur- 
den imposed by the troubles. _ This falling 
off has affectéd all headings, Tmports and 
Exports, the principal iteme, of course, be- 
ing most heavily affected, both showing a 
decrease of 33%. It is worthy of note that, 
the emall new ports all over arc‘now show- 
ing healthy signs, which would go to indi- 
ento that under more favourable conditions 
success may yct be looked. for in thoao ‘dis 
tricta. . 2 ah 

Shanghni, as the largest centre, of course, 
shows ¢! 
to Hk. Tls. 600,000 aggrepate. Imports, 
Exports and Const Trada are tho largest 
losers, while curiously onsagh Tohnago 
Dues show an increase. Of the Imports, 
Cotton and Woollen Piece Gauds show tha 
grenteat falling off, Kerosine has been jm- 


ported to the extent of only four million 


gallong, as against ton million during tho 
quartor in 1809, and all Motals except now 
Bar and Nuitrods likewise show the dopres- 
sion. In Exports, cereals, medicines, silk 
and skins, the principal lines, all show the 
effects of the disturbances jn the matter of 
conveying products to the, ports. But at. 
the anme timo, the figures of the report 
show the actual health of trade, inasmuch 
as despite the terriblo upsetting of all pro- 
cedent, thoro is still] tho trade that haa to 
Le reported. Heneo there is every reason 
to look with confidence to that future under
